Operation of the railroads for the 
first six months after the end of 
Federal control] will cost the Federal 


according to figures made public to- 
day by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


The railroads sustained a net def- 
icit of $206,000,000 during the six- 
month period, and besides this sum 
the.treasury must pay them $460,- 
000,900, the amount of the guarantee 
provided in the Transportation Act. 
Part of the deficit is charged to in- 
creased pay granted to the railorad 
workers by the 
Board. 


OPERATING REVENUES. 
Operating revenues of the roads 
fur August, according to the com- 
mission's figures, increased hy only 
about $83,000,000, as compared with’ 
August of 1919, while operating ex- 
'penses advanced more than §300.- 
100,000. 

The net revenue from operatiore 
for August, 1919, was $112,000,000, 
compared with a deficit of nearly 
$124,000,000 for that month this 
year. To this deficit is added tax 
accruals of $25,000,000 and debits te 
equipment and joint facility rents of 
over $5,000,000, leaving a net los 
for the month of more than $1565 - 
000,000. The net operating income 
for the same month last year was 
$92.000,000. 

The August expenses, however, in- 
cluded increased wage accruals of 
$79,000,000 and war taxes amount- 
ing to more than $3,000,000.
